WHEREAS, this ordinance is necessary to ratify, fix and establish such 
compensation for said employees for the year 1997. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. The increase for the employees of the City of Fort Wayne 
represented by the INTERNATIONAL UNION OF OPERATING ENGINEERS, #19, STREET DEPARTMENT 


for the year 1997, commencing January 1, 1997 as reflected in the Letter of Agreement and 


Addendum D, attached hereto and made a part hereof, is hereby approved and ratified. 
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SECTION 2. This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect from and after its passage 


and any and all necessary approvals by the Mayor.

LETTER OF AGREEMENT 


BETWEEN THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE AND 
INTERNATIONAL UNION OF OPERATING ENGINEERS， 


LOCAL 19 - STREET DEPARTMENT 


WHEREAS, the IUOE/Street Department collective bargaining agreement with the City of Fort 
Wayne for the period from January 1, 1995 through December 31, 1997 provides for a wage 
reopener for 1997 wages and an annual negotiation of insurance co-pay rates, it is hereby agreed 
by and between the City of Fort Wayne and the International Union of Operating Engineers, 
Local 19, Street Department, as follows: 


I. 1997 wage rate increases over 1996 wage rate (effective January 1, 1997) 

A. Bookkeeper- 5.5% 

B. Asphalt Plant Operator - 4.5% 

C. Operator A - 4.5% 

D. Operator B - 4.5% 

E. Sweeper Operator - 4.5% 

F. All other job classifications - 3.5% 

II. Incentive Bonus: Employees in a classification other than Asphalt Plant Operator, 
Operator A, Operator B, or Sweeper Operator shall receive an additional 1% 
increase over 1996 hourly rates if the employee holds or obtains, and then maintains, 
a Class A-Commercial Driver’s License. Job classifications for positions other than 
Asphalt Plant Operator, Operator A, Operator B, or Sweeper Operator shall be 
amended to allow for additional assignments consistent with the responsibilities of a 
Class A - CDL holder, in the absence of higher classified employees whose job 
descriptions require a Class A - CDL. 

II. 1997 Insurance co-pay rates - The co-payment cost for the $250 deductible plan for 
1997 shall increase by no more than 7% over the 1996 co-payment rates.
